Examiner Chambers, this is a document showing proposed amendments to the 
clainw. In accord with our conversations ycstwday, flmctional language from the last 
two paragraphs of the 6,743,111 patent has been incorporated into the independent 
claims. My understanding is that at least claims I and 7 (and those that dqpend 
therefrom) are now in condition for allo^i^^ce. I also worked this into the ranaining 
independent claims (claims 4 and 13,) along with the necessary antecedent basis (i.e., that 
the markers are foot positioning markers and club positioning markers). This involved 
moving the subject matter from claim 5 into claim 4 and canceling claim 5, As such, I 
believe tbat ±e ronaining olaims are also in condition for allowance. The only other 
change was from "on" to "adjacent" in claim 13. "A^acent" is used in claim 1 and in 
other places and should not pose a probl^.
